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DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 

Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121: 
This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

I. a method and apparatus of controlling fuel pressure by correcting the 
driving current of a solenoid valve, classified in class 123, subclass 458. 

II. a method and apparatus of controlling fuel pressure during engine startup, 
classified in class 123, subclass 179.16. 

III. a method and apparatus of controlling fuel pressure by detecting pressure 
variation, classified in class 123, subclass 458. 

IV. a control method and a fuel injection device detecting a fluctuation of a 
driving torque of the fuel pump, classified in class 123, subclass 446. 

V. a control method and a fuel injection device detecting an average driving 
torque of fuel pump, classified in class 123, subclass 446. 

VI. a control method and a fuel injection device using fuel temperature as a 
parameter, classified in class 123, subclass 464. 

VII. a control method and a fuel injection device detecting instability of the fuel 
injection device, classified in class 123, subclass 479. 
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VIII. a fuel injection device and a method of controlling a fuel injection device 
using the position of the ignition key as a parameter, classified in class 
123, subclass 494. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic.

U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
